New Delhi, the 19th May 1959 

Subject; — Licensing of art silk yam, art silk fabrics etc., under the Export Pro¬ 
motion Scheme. 

No. 49-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention is invited to para 3 of Ministry of Com¬ 
merce and Industry Public Notice No. 15-ITC(PN)/59 dated 6th March, 1959 
wherein it was notified that ^plications for import licences for art silk yarn 
already submitted under the Export Promotion Scheme, but which were still 
pending on that date with the Port Licensing Authorities for verification of 
values etc., would be scrutinised by a Committee to be appointed to assist the 
Port Licensing Authorities in this matter. 

2. The Government of India have accordingly set up a Committee to scruti¬ 
nise the pending applications which will consist of: — 

(1) Jt, Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay, Chairman. 

(2) Shri V. Subramaniam, Deputy Textile Commissioner, Bombay and 

(3) a representative from the Office of the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports 

& Exports, Calcutta and the Jt. Chief Controller of Imports 5c 
Exports, Madras, in respect of the applications pertaining to these 
two offices. 

3. The Committee will scrutinise the following categories of applications: — 

(a) Applications which were submitted to the Port Licensing Authorities 

up to 6th March, 1959, but were not finally disposed of. Applica¬ 
tions in respect of which a partial relief was given for want of ceil¬ 
ing or for production of further documents by the applicants or 
for verification of the values etc., would also be treated as pending 
applications. 

(b) Applications received in terms of para 4 below. 

4. It has been represented that some exporters had completed all the formali¬ 
ties connected with the export of the goods and also earned the foreign exchange 
therefor before the 6th March, 1959, but could not submit applications under 
the Export Promotion Scheme before the 6th March, 1959, due to suspension of 
the Scheme in terms of Mini.stry of C & I Public Notice No. 15-ITC(PN)/59 
dated 6th March, 1959, It has been decided that the exporters had completed 
all the formalities connected with the export of the goods and had also earned 
the foreign exchange before 6th. March, 1959, and were otherwise eligible to 
apply for import licence under Export Promotion Scheme before its suspension 
may submit their applications for Import licences complete in all respects, along 
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with all necessary documents to the Port Licensing Authorities concerned so as 
to reach them before 31st May, 1959. Any applications for import licence 
already submitted by the exporters, fulfil the above conditions, to the Port 
Licensing Authorities after 6th March, 1959, will also be considered. 

5. For the scrutiny of the applications by the Committee, individual appli¬ 
cants may be required to appear before the Committee with all necessary docu¬ 
ments, registered, vouchers etc., as may be called for by the Conunittee. The 
applicants or their authorised agents should appear before the Committee on the 
reqhired date with the necessary documents, falling which their applications will 
will be rejected,
